Perhaps such a good as this may be lightly esteemed in thine eyes, 
and thou mayest imagine that there can be no greater reward for ful- 
filling the commandments, and walking perfectly in the way of truth, 
than eating, drinking, and marrying, and: being clothed in garments of 
fine linen and embroidery, and dwelling in tents of ivory, and using 
_ vessels of silver and gold, and such things as the Arabians imagine— 
that degraded people, who wallow in wickedness. But wise and intelli- 
gent men know that all these things are vanity, and that there is no 
profit in them; and that they are good for us in this world only, because 
we have body and form, and are necessary for the body; and how could the 
soul crave and desire after them ? Since they are necessary to the body, 
it finds its delight in them, as they contribute to its perfection ; and when 
there is no body, all these things will be found of no use. There is no 
way in this world to attain and to know the great good there is for the 
soul in the world to come, since we know in this world the good of the 
body only, and after it we desire. Of that exceeding great good nothing 
can be known in this world except by way of parable. But in truth, 
the good of the soul in the world to come cannot be compared with the 
good of the body in this life; for it is a great good which cannot be 


fathomed. Thus David says, ‘‘O how great is thy goodness, which | 


thou hast laid up for them that fear thee” (Ps. xxxi.19). And how 
much David desired after the life of the world to come, where he says, 
“Thad fainted, unless I had believed to see the goodness of the Lord 
‘in the land of the living” (Ps. xvii. 13).) 

All the good things which the prophets prophesied 
only to the things of the body, which Israel is to enjoy in the days of 


Messiah, when dominion will return to Israel. .

THE BRITISH POLYTECHNIC FIRE. 


On Saturday evening last, we attended, by invitation, the private view at the 
Royal Polytechnic Exhibition, of the above new invention by Mr. Nathan 
Detries and Dr. Bachhoffner. We are all aware of the annoyances to which — 
we are subject from the dust and dirt of the coal-fire, to say nothing of the 
smoke and soot. We have all experienced in winter, especially daring very 
cold weather, the inconvenience of having to wait in a shivering state, ere 
we have had a cheerful fire or a warm room. By this new invention, how- 
ever, all these inconveniencies are obviated, without going to the expense of 
anew stove, which has been one of the difficulties hitherto to be surmounted. 
Their plan is simply the substitution for coals in the ordinary grate of thin 
sheets of metal, which, being-acted on by jets of gas-flame, instantly become 
red-hot, exposing a large amount of heat-radiating surface, while at the same 
time the tongues of flame giveall the appearance of a bright and cheerful coal 
fire. ‘The illusion is so perfect, that we are confident no one unaware of its 
real nature would ever imagine it was anything but a blazing sea-coal fire. 
.The gas proposed to be used, being obtained from the decomposition of 
water, is entirely free from the objections urged ‘against ordinary coal gas, as. 
it causes neither smoke nor smell. The metal, which, when we saw the fire, 
_ was sheets of platina foil, merely acts as the radiating agent of the heat 
evolved by the gas, and is not consumed itself in any way, thus causing no - 
refuse whatever. The advantages of this plan are obvious, for as there are 
no products of combustion save a small quantity of waste gas which passes 
at once up the flue, so there can be neither dust, dirt, smoke, nor smell, either 
to annoy ourselves or damage our furniture ; a bright clear fire can bealinost 
instantaneously obtained, and when not requirfd can be as easily exun- 
guished ; it is well adapted to the purposes of cboking, requires no care or 
management, and, above all, is free from all danger of sparks or red-hot 
coals flying about, or of chimneys catching fire.

Verse 12. “ Therefore, all things whatsoever ye would that men shou 
do to you, do ye even so to them ; for this is the law and the prophets.” 

Rabbi Akiba said, ‘ Love thy fellow-man as thyself ’’ (Num. xix. 18), 
this is the basis of the Divine law (Jer. Nedarim 9, p.41, ed. Cr.). 
Hillel taught, ‘‘ Whatever you should not like to be done unto vou, do 
not to others ;”’ this is the essence of the Divine law, all the rest is 
comment only (Sabbath, p.3l a). If we consider this sentence atten- 
tively, we shall find that the injunction of Hillel is given in a negative 
sense, while Matthew teaches his doctrine in a positive manner; that 
the teacher in Israel makes justice the rule to guide us in all our actions, 
* while the Evangelist sets up charity as an imperative duty. The first 
can be called perfect duties, i. e., definite, and applying to all occasions 
and in all cases; the latter imperfect duties, or such as allow a certain 
latitude, a certain discretion, in the execution of the same. And when 
in any given case two such conflicting duties present themselves, where 
the one must necessarily supersede the other, the Talmud and moral

philosophy teach that justice becomes imperative, and supersedes charity. 


_ If, for instance, the life of a man is in danger, charity commands as a 


duty that we exert ourselves to save human life; but when this can— 


only be accomplished by sacrificing another life, the duty of justice 
demands that this life should not be sacrificed ; for, as the Talmud very 


justly remarks, ‘‘ Who will tell me that the blood of the one is redder || passes his good deeds may be compared to a tree with many branches —

In conclusion, we must remark, that most of the passages we have 
quoted from the Talmud and the Medrashim have been pronounced by

| hold there is, and can be, but one true religion, and that that is 
the religion of Messiah. Religion is a revelation of moral truths from 
God to man; and however men may differ when attempting to systema- 
ise or explain those truths, the revealed points themselves must be 
eceived, or the religion of God refused. It is evident, also, from the 
-ecords of revelation, that the Almighty did not make a full revelation at 
the commencement of time; but that it pleased him, as in the works 
of creation, to develop Divine truth gradually. Now from these un- 
jeniable facts I observe— | 

1, That the first and fundamental truths of religion were known to 
the parents of the human race, to the antediluvians, and to the patriarchs; 
and some of the Gentile nations retained a knowledge of them down till 
the age of Moses, and much later. But it is evident, from the writings 
of Moses himself, that the Jews, whilst in Egypt, in consequence of 

es of slavery, together with the idolatrous influence of their oppressors, 
had lost even the first ideas of the knowledge of the true God. 

II. Moses, after receiving an immediate revelation from the Almighty, 
‘n the land of Midian, had to teach his nation the very first lessons in 
the true religion. These lessons, moreover, were to be conveyed in a 
form adapted to the puerile state of their mind. The Mosaic system, 
however, was not entirely religious; but as God was to be their King 


3s well as their object of worship, the institution reared by their law- - 
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Gentiles. His words are these: ‘‘I have no pleasure in you, saith the 
Lorp of hosts; neither will I accept an offering at your hands. For 
from the rising of the sun even unto the going down of the same, my 
name shall be great among the Gentiles; and in every place incense 
shall be offered unto my name, and a pure offering; for my name shall 
be great among the heathen, saith the Lord of hosts". (Mal. i. 10, 11). 
The same, also, is the language of the New Testament. Our Saviour 
says, ‘*O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that killest the prophets, and 
stonest them which are sent unto thee; how often would I have 
gathered thy children together, even as a hen gathereth her chickens 
under her wings, and ye would not” (Matt. xxiii. 37), And Paul also, 
addressing his Jewish brethren, says, “ It was necessary that the word 
of God should first have been spoken to you; but seeing you put it | 
from you, and judge yourselves unworthy of everlasting life, lo, we turn 
to the Gentiles” (Acts xiii. 46; xv. 14). | 
I trust, Sir, if your correspondent will but duly reflect upon the 
above passages of Holy Writ, he will clearly see that, to reject Chris-

The Lord despatched the prophet with a 
message to the king, to assure him of the ultimate overthrow of this 
formidable confederacy formed against him, and told him to ask a sign 


from the Lord. The king declined; but the prophet said: ‘“ There- |
